COLES "EFQres = and in England; which Declaration hath not as yet produced that Reformation: 
"which the ſaid Coramiioners deſired, for that ſeyeral 5oor and evil diſpoſed Perſons in ſeveral parts of thts. Land, 
who having no means or Eſtate of their own, out'of which the Penalty of the ſaid Declaration might be... 
Levyed and railed , have 'from-thence taken the boldneſs to Sell and utter by Retaile Strong-Byer and Ale, 
to be drunk and ſpent in their Mantion-Houſes -in contempt of the faid Dedaration. For Remedy whereot, .

-n&t"as by the ſaid Declaration is Ordered : - And if any ſuchperſon or perſons ſo offending, ſha''' . have Goods 
Or-other Eſtate ſufficient to ſatisfy the (aid Penalty, that then the Tuſtice or Tuſtices of tite Peace;” before whom” 
any perſon or perſons ſhall be Convicted for breach o:the ſaid Declaration, by the Teſtimony of one or more 
"Witneſſes , to be taken upon Oarh or confeſsion of the Party , ſhall ſend or cauſe to be ſent ſuch perſon or 
- perſons ſo offending unto the houſe of Correction; there to be ſer on work as a vagrant and idle perſon, for 
the ſpace of Twenty ejpht days after ſuch Commiurral , and upon his or their diſcharge, never after to be Ly- 
cenced to Sell Ale or Beer by Rertaile: And all*Judges, Juſtices of the Peace, and all:other Officers and Miz 
niſters of juſtice , are hereby *Authorized ang Requited to cauſe this Declaration to be ſtrictly put in execution,
